From these calculations it will Ire *een that if the 
standing appropriations unexpended at lire clo-e of 1837, 
Ire as large as at the close ol 1836, and tire other expendí- 
tines should agree with the above eslimates, they wouhl 
exceed the computed revenue accruing f’oin all sources 
nearly three miilioRv», or sufficient t* alworb more 1»«” 
of the present surplus, which is not to be deposited with 
the several States. 
But if iheve outstan.ling appropria­ 
tions, at the close of 1887, slmul.l be much less than those 
in 1836, as is probable; or should the accruing receipts be 
much less, or the appropriations made for 1837 Ire much 
larger than the estimates, a cull will become irecese^ry for 
n portion of the surplus deposite«! with the State*, though 
it will not probably become necessary, exce{»ting in one of 
ihote events, 
4. Some explanation o f the eetimatee fo r 1831. 
The unusual receipts duiiug the last two years, have 
chiefly accrued from the unprecedented *ale* of public 
lands. 
, , , 
It is remarkable that those sales assumed llieir extraor­ 
dinary character chiefly between July, 1835, and October, 
lS 3 6 _ a period of little more than lom teca rnontlis. 
Atieing, as they have, princi{»lly from private entries, 
and not from aiiv unusual quantities of land offered for 
public sale, and marked, as they have Ireen, by »miden and 
great vibrations, it has not been deemed jmlicious to con­ 
sider them as a proper basis for peruiaiieat estimat«* of 
a public cliaracter. 
Accordingly the sum adopted for the estimates of the 
safes tire i»»t year, as well as that for the ensuing year, 
though larger than usual, has Ireen grounded o.i general 
cunsiderations of alees fluctuating character, leaving acci­ 
dental and occasional excesses or «leficencies to hap|»en, a* 
they often will, with««ut even ihe attempt or ability in ih.s 
D e p a r tm e n t to predict the e x t e n t of them with much ccr- 
tainly. The receipts fr«im customs tire preeent year will 
be somewhat augmented by the great s|>cculation* which 
have characterised the Imsinese of the country geneiaify, 
and the destruction by fire of an extraordinary anmuiit «>1 
foreign goods near the close of lire last year, 
Fhis calami­ 
ty, followed by credits more lilreral, and coinjretition in­ 
creased to supjily the sudden and firge deficiencies in lire 
market, led to an excf'ss in tire importation* of merchan­ 
dize during the present year, even greater tlwn l i r e amoiml 
destroyed, and thus essoaiially com. ilreted to swell the re­ 
venue from customs Ireyond lire eelimaie*. 
But overtrad­ 
ing, from whatever inducenreiit* it may arise, usually pro­ 
duces a reaction ; and it i* hoped that no accident ol a 
similar and deprecated character will occur, which may 
enlarge our import-.lions the ensuing year. 
The receipt* 
fioin custom* for 1837, Have, therefore, from tírese and 
otlier circumstance», whicli it miglil Ire tedious to detail, 
b<*en estimated at more than #16,600,000. 
Only alreut #50,000 of ihu aiireunt strewed by special 
bonds from the sufferers by fire last December, under the 
authority of an act of Congress on that *u ject, has been 
postponed, so as to fall due within the ensuing year, while 
a ri ductiou on account «>f the duuioished laie .»f duty im- 
posed on wtiiea since July last, bas been ma.ie in Üie esti- 
ituiles for 1837 erptaiUng quite three limes that sum. Be- 
si.les unusual spcreulatîuns ani| overtrading, which are tem­ 
porary in -heir op. ration, tire last two years have exhibited 
an extraordinary degree of prosperity throughout the 
country, and which, it is presumed, will continue to exer­ 
cise a cim-ideruble direct inllaence on the whole aure.mt 
of our ex|rert3 and im poru, and consequonily an indirtrei 
iofluence on our receipts from customs. 
Much of this flat­ 
tering condition of things may liave arisen from tire great 
reduction» already iu»de in the tariff and duUesou loiiuaga

At the same lime the exports of flour and grain яге 
likely to Ire »mailer, in Ireth qiumlity and value, and tires« 
of tobacco and rice, which, with the nriirie* Irefore nam­ 
ed, form our principal subject» of domentic produce for 
exfiortatinn, are not bidieved to 1« materially greater, and 
have »eldom, during the last quarter trf a ceaiury in any 
aeries of years, mueh excree«le«l their previous amount.— 
However enlarged by our rnjii.l increase of population ha* 
Ireen the demand at home for those and other articles 
our own gr.iwth and manufacture, tire most tempting and 
augmenliag pr«>«hicl for exportation seems to be cotton. 
During near fortv years it has nltracted and engrossed 
a large portion of the spare capital and lalrer o f nearly 
half the territory of tire Unioij, and by the great demand 
for it abroad, in.fefrendent of its iacrea-edconsumption at 
home, it will probably long continue to constitute, not only 
our chief and most pr*»filalile product for exportation, but 
be the regulator, in some degree, of our ability to im|>ort, 
and of the balance of trade Cretwecn this country and Eu- 
roji«. 
The receipt» from incidental and miscellaneous sources, 
have been e!»timated on thn following data. 
Nothing very 
definite could be pre*ente«l, as arising from an arrange­ 
ment which, iintler the recent act of Congress, I» contem­ 
plated with the Unitetl States Bank, in respect to the 
stock, owned by lire tiovrrnment iu that institution, until 
further progress shall l>e made, and the hank may indicate 
when it is willing to pay somn specified amount. 
It will he reen by the documents annexed, (C . 1, 2, 3,) 
that this Department took early steps to procure sail able 
information for a eetifemeiii with the Bunk, and payment, 
in lire ccHirse of the present year, of the due share of the 
United States In the nett c«»fU*ci ion« from the assets exist­ 
ing on the 3d of March last, as well as to obtain specific 
proposals for an early adjustment of tire whole concerns.— 
It luM been a cause of some sur(irite that the information 
desired Ims not yet been coinmimicateil, nor any payment 
Ireen yet tim.le. 
On the contrary, the presi.leiit of the 
State cor{K»i ation, to which tlieasseta of llia Unitetl Stales 
Rank have been assigned, forwar.led in Septemlrer last a 
report of a committee a{»pi»tiited under authority of only 
thu^e two bodies, e-itimating the value of tia; »tuck on (he 
3d of March. 
But it was sccompaiiied by no offer to pay 
that value or any other particular amount, then, or at any 
other future specified period, though {»rofeseiiig a wíUíng- 
iiess that the Unite I Sta'es should rec.eive a just projrerlion 
out of ihe assets .»f the bonk. 
(aiinmissioners wore, therefore, a{>pointed, ati.lan invi­ 
tation given to h-.ve them joine«! by other* «>n lire pan of 
the United States Bank, to revise the estimate of tire va­ 
lue {)ut on ilie st.ick by the above commilti e, mid after urg­ 
ing early payments a* (»raclicahle towanls what might, la 
the end, he fouml duu to Uie United State!, if failing to 
obtain any, to recommend such ai rangement a* might seem 
jii*t for secuiing and paying iieiettffer what they con*ide^• 
ed to Ire the true worth of lb»* *h»ie of the iloverniiiom in 
tlie capital stock.

Vari«His objects of a national and constitutional charac­ 
ter, were rec«>mmcniie«l iu the last annual rejrerl from this 
Depart.neut, as suitable for tiie application, by way of ex­ 
traordinary «1 propriation, of any surplus fund* ol which 
the General Uuvermuciit sli.ml 1 h.q»{»en to have no other 
immediate use. 
Liberal and iisefoi a|»propriaiion* were fortunately made 
to many ol tliem, which will save ех|>емве iu Ure end, and 
prove Iu be tlie suuii.iesl economy.

tinuance of the same wise policy, while our resources re­ 
main so umjile, have lo*l noaeol llieir original force.

ed, itreemtul lo this Dejrartmeiil judicious to •agge»l com­ 
pleting with it suoiH-r than bad been contémplate«! the pro­ 
jected lbrtiiic.itions, and naVal establUhuamt* of tire Coun­ 
try; iinproviiig more r.ipully the imvigHtioii and svcurily 
of its commercial bay* and iiver*, am! wliile its im{»íil» 
and export* were piM*peious bejoiid example, er«^ciiiig 
where mreded, apprupiiate custom and warehouses, a* well 
as euilabfe m ifine larepita s, court home*, and |iost offices. 
Ill fine, the whole slate of our inauces ap|>eared lo jnstily 
and require, that all those great works heretofore «leemed 
useful ami cmstiiuiionat. and which are intimately Con­ 
ner ted with the duties and powers of the General Govern­ 
ment, should Ire more hastened, with our means so much 
inci eased and so prematurely available, than would have 
been jiiojHrr or practicable, had tire revenue conlimied at 
only the reduced amount which was generally anticipat. «1. 
By pursuing s«ich a provident course, it was supposed lhat 
much less would remain to Ire accoinpliehed, and Hence tlret 
our expenditures would Ire much diioiiiiblred, when our re­ 
venue shall become less by the reductions, which, under 
the exisiing laws, are to take eifoci in lha custoins Irefore, 
and in 1842, and which will prolrably lm¡)pen in the re* 
ceipt* from public lands during that jreriod.

comfort*, and »atiiiyiiig the ncressitms of the people gen­ 
erally, and, at tla* Mime time, do not mnierinlfy conqrete 
with important maoufnctures, nor conflict with great ng- 
ricuhiiraf interests. 
And the next, if more Gi doamed 
necessary, might be tncl^ u* have now q much higher duty 
or protection on them than others of gratter national 
consequence. 
(Certain it is, that n much more just «ml usufiil «liscriml- 
nntion could be introduced into tire whole present «ystmn, 
hy reducing more quickly the duties which are foun.l to Ire 
least beneficial, by way of protection, ami by re<Íucing 
more slowly those deeiiicd mo|t indifpensabfe. 
Equally 
feasible would it be, in the cxerciire of n pr«i|ier spirit of 
comity and Justice, to make *«*me legal eaactnientc wtiich 
•iiouUJ pr*vetil the further »ule of uib public domain to 
any persons who do not want it fiof immediate cultivation. 
'Fhis seems ¡recutiurly proper at a time wliw.i the tiovcrn- 
ment neillier need* the proceeds of sucit sales for any pult- 
iic use, nor (xmsiders the money received adc«|uutu lo the 
real value of the laud sold, aim when the sctllcmcut «>f 
the new Btates is retarde.!, by |>ermilting the public do­ 
main 10 pass, in large quuiitities, iiit.i tite bauds of oih«ra 
than actual settlors. 
By u wise revision of .mr present 
laws, die enterprising, iqtiustrhHi» and needy iiitghi, for a 
fair compensation, Ire Ulrerally secured in the po «di tse 
and enjoyment of a due portion «»f I «ml for iumMsdiat«* cul­ 
tivation ; and, at the samo Dure, all b« effectually prmeot- 
ed from seizing am! securing, as a nulier of s|recoi.iiion, 
in any cai>e, o.i the best im cts, witlmut previuu* puich:i.-a 
or any pietuiree of title; aod from pr<»euri«g, tor.mgh 
floats or otherwise, for wealthy pitrsOM*, wheili. i lesl l< at* 
or non-resideals, the iimst vuiuwide sitaatiam>, at lire mini- 
muiti prices. 
it must Ire obvioiin that nothing beyond a very general, 
and in some «legrec one« rt.iiu exhtbii, vouM at ihis liu».*, 
be {¡resented of the {irob.tble uinou.it ot tint rurplus tw tire 
Treasury, depo»it.*d with th.» Banks, and the 8iaics dur­ 
ing a lew tulweq.tent jears; omi more e*|*«ci *1 y of the 
viirioii* *ums conaectci vvith di« «llflèrciit liypotlie fe, (or 
lire future disposiiioti of It, by M|qHO(»r»Htioo* fur public 
oliji-cts, or by a iliminuiioii ol it llirougii a large te.iucttuii 
in our fouire revemre bom eiilrer ctaitouis or Uods.

L e c t i ’b e s ВВГОНЕ TUB F r a n r l i n T v p o g r a p h i c v l S ocie­ 
t y — Participating in the general disposition to derive m ental 
cultivation through the medium of L ectures, thi« respectable and 
useful Society, early this season, determ ined to have a eerie« de­ 
livered at T rem ont Hall. A n appropriate introductory w as deliv­ 
ered by Jottpk T . Buckingham, fJtq., which w as followed by tw o 
by D r. M artin Gay, upon Chem istry. 
M r Alexander H. Everett 
then delivered a highly Instructive lecture on the Constitution 
of the U nited States, after w hich Dr Gay resum ed bis cou *e on 
C hem istry. 
On W ednrsday evening he gave a precticel and 
interestinf lecture on the various com pounds of four elem entary 
gasses, termed Oxygen, H ydrogen, N itrogen, and Carbon, ac­ 
com panied by experim ents Illustrating their action, in a variety 
o f com binations. 
A lthough they may be generally known to 
the scientific, yet we r resuine that som e of them m ay be both 
useful nnd Interesting to the general reader. 
The Diam ond is 
the only pure C arbon; C harcoal and A nthracite coal are the 
next In order. 
In fact, the Diamond is only Charcoal in a 
chrystalized form j and ail that is necessary to transform a 
piece of C harcoal into a Diam ond is to chrystalias it-j» process, 
w hich, if a t all practicable, m ust be extrem ely slow. 
T he rea­ 
son why the burning o f Charcoal in a confined room often 
proves fatal to those w ho breathe in it, is because the combus­ 
tion o f C harcoal evolve* C arbon; and it is the peculiar office 
of the Oxygen, in the com m on aim osphfre, to com bine with 
the Carbon in the, blood, and w ithdraw it from the circulation ; 
but in the atm osphere, exposed to the com bustion o f Char 
coal, the Oxygen becom es charged w ith Carbon, and before It 
is Inhaled into the lungs it is already loaded w ith Carbon to 
the extent of its capacity, and cannot receive the Carbon from 
the blood. 
T he blood of course becom es at once im pure, and 
is speediy u terly deprived of vitality, and the Carbon which 
thus enters into the circulation, is directly poisonous to the sys­ 
tem , 
In proof o f its fatal effects, D r Gay referred to the death 
of a num ber of English prisoners, crow ded together in a sm all 
dungeon in C alcutta, w ithout air, and w ho w ere destroyed by 
the Carbon generated in ih eiro w n lungs, for the w ant of an 
atm osphere sufficiently charged with Oxygen. 
In this co n ­ 


nexion, w e w ould rem ark, that although in this country w e are 
not much in danger of a catastrophe of equal extent, it is quite 
notorious that in our hotels, boarding-houses, and even in pri­ 
vate houses, sufficient attention is not paid to ventilation ; and 
many hundreds are no doubt at this very m om ent suffering un­ 
der unknow n diseases, which originated in an im paired condi­ 
tion of the blood, produced by Inhaling foul air, night after night, 
perhaps for m onths. 


In treating of the Proxim ate Principies of anim als and vegeta 
bles, Dr Gay lucidly exp ained the nature o.‘ certain antidotes 
to the m ore violent peisons, which it m ay be nsefnl to publish 
although 
they have 
not the charm of novelty. 
W here 
Oxalic Acid —a sure poi*on—hoe been taken into the stom ach, 
Lime, in any of its forms, m ay be introduced as an antidote, 
The lime com bines w ith the acid, and holds in a solid form, 
which is term ed Oxalic of lim e, and is entirely divested of its 
poisonous properties. 
Prepared C halk, as kept at the Apothe­ 
caries’, is the best form in w hich lime can be adm inistered ; but 
in case of em ergency, a piece of com m on plastering may l>e 
taken from the side of a room , beaten to a powder, niingied 
in w ater, and introduced into the stom ach, w here it w ill im ­ 
mediately lay hold of the acid, and check its fatal action. 
D r 
Gay made an experim ent w ith prepared C halk, which clearly 
exhibited this salutary operation. 
In the same m anner, Al­ 
b u m e n -(o r the w hite of an F.gg)—a proxim ate principle—if ad­ 
m inistered In season, is a certain antidote to the powerful poi­ 
son generally know n by the terra Corrosive S u blim ate-one of 
the salts of M ercury. The w hile of an egg being introduced 
into a stom ach which has received the poison, it Im mediately 
com bines w ith it, aud forma C alom el—a very innoxious com ­ 
pound, only useful in certain cases as a very safe medicinal 
preparation. 
The Doctor’s experim ent upon this antidote was 
also successful and satislactory. 
A series of experim ents were 
also made dem onstrating that Starch, from w hatever eubstaiicc 
obtained, and Iodine, w ere m utual tests, uniformly 
producing 
by com binations a beautiful blue precipiiate. 
By a m ixture of 
Gallic Acid w ith Sulphate o f Iron, the Doctor m anufactured 
writing Ink in a tw inkling; and by pouring T annin luto agíase 
of w ater and pow der G ela tin e -ih e substance o f the skin of all 
anim als—from man down to thehuouse—he exhibited the process 
of making Leather. 
The pow der im m ediately began to separ­ 
ate from the w ater, and omume a solid consistence. 
The various experiments, a very sm all portion of w hich we 
have here referred to, though necessarily lees brilliant to the 
beholder than the prior series on Com bustion, were perhaps 
m ore useful to those who are engaged In the ordinary affairs of 
life. 
Dr G ay’s style of lecturing upon the subject, w e cannot 
too much com m end. 
H e neither appears as a founder, or an 
expounder of any particular system in the science ; but seems 
merely desirous of exhibiting in plain and 
unambitious lan­ 
guage the interesting properties and relations of the elem entary 
m aterials of the anim ate and inanim ate creation, so far as they 
have been discovered. H e seems studiously to exclude all refer­ 
ence to those extraneous topics, whi(A m any professedly scien­ 
tific lecturers are in the habit of iotroducing, as if they were 
leaehers of system s of N atural Theology, rather than unfolders 
of the lawe and m ysteries of the m aterivl world.
